The  “Ministry  of  Books,”  in- 
formation, inspiration  and  sub- 
limation was  the  subject  dis- 
cussed by  T.  V.  Smith  at  Mon- 
day’s Forum  assembly. 

Dr.  Smith,  noted  author,  phil- 
osopher, teacher  and  soldier,  said 
that  his  love  of  books  came  from 
the  fact  that  he  had  so  few  books 
to  read  in  his  youth. 

“My  father’s  library  must  have 
been  at  least  the  second  largest 
in  the  ranch  country  of  Texas — 
all  of  16  books.” 

He  commented  on  the  works 
of  Plato  and  other  early  Greek 
classicists,  praising  their  fore- 
sight, imagination  and  thought. 

“The  greatest  achievement  of 
the  classicists  was  that  they  did- 
not  read  the  classics,”  he  said. 


The  difference  between  man 
and  the  lower  animals  is  not 
memory,  because  animals  have 
memory,  but  the  store  of  infor- 
mation available  to  man  in 
books,  the  ex-congressman  said. 

Dr.  Smith  described  the  “store 
of  information”  as  covering 
everything  from  “how  to  eat 
yourself  thin”  to  “how  to  grow 
hair.” 

“Books  are  the  most  realistic 
source  of  wisdom  of  the  ages,” 
he  declared. 

Each  individual  should  have 
a particular  author  and/or  book 
to  turn  to  as  a source  of  inspira- 
tion, he  said.  He  listed  his  own 
as  Plato  and  Thomas  Hardy. 

‘We  need  something  to  bring 
us  down  to  earth  when  we  get 
riding  too  high,  wide  and  hand- 
some, he  said  recommending  the 
works  of  Plato.

Hip  abduction 

Purpose  — To  tone  and 
strengthen  abductor  muscles  of 
the  hip  joint. 

Position — Standing  with  right 
side  toward  wall  just  far  enough 
away  that  the  forearm  and  hand 
may  be  placed  horizontally, 
against  the  wall  at  shoulder  lev- 
el. Place  left  hand  on  hip,  keep- 
ing forearm  in  line  with  shoul- 
der, feet  together,  toes  forward. 

Movement  — Move  leg  away 
from  right  leg  as  far  as  possible 
without  sideward  bending,  hold 
position  momentarily  and  return 
slowly.  Three  times  alternately 
first  day,  increase  one  every  oth- 
er day  to  10. 

Precautions — Make  sure  leg  is 
straight  and  not  bent  at  hip 
joint.

Baseball  season  is  just  around  the  corner  and  if  every  base- 
ball coach  and  manager  was  feeling  the  way  BYU  baseball  coach 
Jay  Van  Noy  feels  at  this  point,  there  would  be  a lesser  amount 
of  ulcers  attributed  to  pre-season  baseball  emotions. 

With  only  seven  members  from  last  year’s  championship 
squad  returning,  Van  Noy  is  faced  with  an  inexperienced  team. 
However,  the  youthful  mentor  will  have  depth  plus  with  the 
large  amount  of  sophomore  and  junior  candidates. 

This  season  Van  Noy  will  carry  25  players,  and  for  the  first 
time  in  BYU  history,  the  Cougars  will  have  a junior  varsity 
team.  This  will  give  the  boys  who  fail  to  make  the  varsity  a 
chance  to  play  on  the  JV’s.  During  the  season  if  someone  looks 
good  enough  to  play  varsity,  Van  Noy  will  move  him  up. 

The  team’s  annual  trip  to  Los  Angeles,  which  will  be  made 
this  month,  will  give  Van  Noy  the  information  he  needs,  especial- 
ly concerning  some  of  the  inexperienced  sophomores.  Last  sea- 
son the  Cougars  won  the  Western  Division  crown  and  then  went 
on  to  take  the  Skyline  Conference  title.  They  were  then  sched- 
uled to  play  in  the  NCAA  tournament  at  Omaha,  Neb.,  but 
elected  not  to  go,  since  some  of  the  games  were  scheduled  on 
Sundays. 

Van  Noy  feels  his  pitching  staff  is  jelling  into  fine  shape. 
Fastballer  Jack  Cravens,  Jack  Shipp,  and  Dick  Thornton  are 
returning  from  last  year’s  squad,  and  the  Cougar  coach  has 
seven  other  candidates  with  Bob  Mostellu,  Bob  Nall,  Don  Davis, 
transfer  Blaine  Bradford,  Leth  Basibal,  and  return  missionaries 
Irwin  Hawes  and  Brent  Heymond.  All  are  righthanders  except 
Heymond. 

The  outfield  will  feature  three  returnees,  Leon  Moyes,  BYU 
basketball  player  Mac  Madsen,  and  Cornell  Taylor,  who  made 
All-Conference  in  1958. 


For  reserve  outfield  strength  Van  Noy  has  three  hard  hit- 
ting sophomores.  Bob  Giannola,  Bill  Brown,  and  Bob  Van  Eppa. 


Steve  Campora  heads  the  list  of  catchers  with  transfers 
Jim  Pearson  and  Vern  Bergquist  close  seconds.  Pearson  trans- 
ferred from  Weber  J.  C.  while  Bergquist  hails  from  Lower 
Columbia  J.  C.  Also  showing  tremendous  possibility  in  the  catch- 
ing department  are  Larry  Boothe  and  Jim  Judd. 


In  the  infield  Van  Noy  has  his  greatest  depth.  Heading  the 
list  of  candidates  is  Dean  Bergenson. 


Hugh  McMillin  leads  the  second  base  candidates.  The  bat- 
tle for  the  hot  corner  will  be  among  Bob  Welcher,  Dan  Moore 
and  Pete  Marks.  Ralph  Ashby,  who  just  returned  from  a mission, 
will  play  in  the  shortstop  slot,  a place  occupied  by  him  a couple 
of  seasons  back. 


The  Cougars  begin  Western  Division  play  when  they  host 
Utah  on  April  10.  However,  April  4,  BYU  will  play  a double- 
header  with  Weber  at  Provo,  for  their  first  home  game.
